France Will Refuse 


To Urge Plebiscite

PARIS, 
Sept. 
14—France has 


reached the end of her compromis- 
ing tactics on the Sudeten crisis 
and will refuse to urge the Prague 
government to grant the Henleinists 
a plebiscite on the question of their

There was 
no clue to the form this pressure 
was taking, but all those qualified 
to speak for the Fuehrer and who 
know his own mind as well as any- 
one, steadfastly maintained convic- 
tion that Germany at least Is not 
planning a war.

even asserted that Konrad Henlein, 
Sudeten leader, is keeping in con- 
tact with President Edouard Benes 
despit-e outward cessation of all ne- 
gotiations. 


Well-informed 
German 
circles 


took the view that Henlein and his 
followers "overdid" things by dis- 
patching an ultimatum to Prague 
demanding that military rule be

And yet right here in the U. S. our owr. national policy of building 


-• tax-exempt government power plants to compete with highly taxed 
ll private plants owned by hundreds of thousands of U. S. citizens (and 
- foreign investors) is in principle and effect the same as the Mexican 
" policy. 
Any citizen who owns stock in a company threatened with 
' destruction by a tax-subsidized government plant can see as definite a 
- loss on his investment as the investors in Mexico whose property has 
7 been confiscated. 


The Mexican policy is more spectacular—the United States', more

Both destroy the rights and savings of private citizens and 


- entrench officialism more firmly in power, to the gradual death of 
1 democracy and the encouragement of socialism, communism,

The second danger mentioned was the excessive growth of the 


- power of the chief executive. Here is a development which might tend 
^ toward fascism, communism, or any other form of autocracy, and we 
- have heard a great deal about it during the past few years.

The third and lost danger mentioned is toe tendency toward set- 


"' ting up federal boards and commissions and then giving these boards 
-• and commissions the right to issue rules and regulations which have the | 
"'• power of law-, tending to make them branches of an autocratic system 
«. at the center of the national government. Here is another danger which 
" has been looming greater and greater with the passing years, despite 
- the promises of one chief executive after another to do something about 
" «. 


With respect to these tendencies it is interesting to recall that,

Several expericental innovations 


recently adopted by the department 
for use on state highways include 
roadside' markers with 
warnings 


that loom out at night, center white 
lines that are visible in all kinds 
of weather, and road "buttons" that 
trace the angle of curves and show 
the division of opposing lane/ of 
traffic after nightfall. 


During normal daylight 
condi- 


tions, motorists unfamiliar with a 
stretch of highway have no dif- 
ficulty In denoting any signs that 
warn of impending curves, inter- 
sections, and sudden grades, 
But 


1 at night and during heavy rains 
i and 
snowfalls, 
automobile head- 


lights oft-times are unable to pick 
out warning sign.? in time. 
Thus, 


It Is the purpose of these experi- 
ments to compensate for this les- 
sening of sight distance. 


The present white lines painted 


ir. the center of highways to con- 
vey "no passing" warnings are be- 
ing developed to a higher degree. 
A finely-ground glass is being add- 
ed to the white paint and the mix- 
ture is credited with providing a 
highly illuminative substance 
that 


may be seen in the most adverse 
weather. 
The glow of car lights 


is reflected by the crushed glass, 
bringing out the line more sharply. 


Another safety feature is the in- 


stallation of rnetal buttons on white 
lines that denote currves. To the 
motorist driving at night they ap- 
pear as tiny electric bulbs inlaid in 
the concrete that point the way 
around the curve. These buttons 
contain small mirrors, enclosed ir. 
glass cases, which reflect the head- 
lights in all kinds of weather.

Market Sends Stocks Up 


2 To 6 Points Today

I suppose they could have con- 


densed the entire library of Alexan- 
dria in a few of these seven-root, 
time-resisting capsules. 
The burn- 


ing of the library of 700.000 volumes, 
by command of Theodosius in 389. 
A, D,, was a major disaster of his- 
tory. 
With Rome 
and 
Antioch, 


Alexandria was one of the noblest 
cities ol antiquity. It was the seal 
of a great civilization, built in the 
steady cultural advance after the 
conquest by Alexander the Great In 
332, 
B. C. 
Here were the great 


forums ol the philosophers, the ar- 
cana of the poets, not unlike our 
basement cafes, and here were the 
men and works ol art, science, lit- 
erature and beautiful craftsmanship. 


The library in the Temple of Sc-r- 


apls, called the "Great Library," to 
distinguish It from the "Daughter 
Library," previously destroyed, was 
unique in that age, the only com- 
prehensive record of a great civili- 
zation and a great culture anywhere 
in the world. Slowly it had been 
built, under such great librarians as 
Zer.odotus, Aristarchus. Columachus 
and PLhodlus. It was the lodestone 
of scholarship, the Greek capital oi 
Egypt, drawing learned men from 
everywhere, a far-shining light In 
its oasis In the darkness Of a bar- 
baric world.

At any rate, Omar was 


reported to have said, "If it agrees 
with the Koran, it Is useless, and 
if it doesn't it ought to be destroy- 
ed." 
There was the Inexorable logic 


of the righteous man, the convinced 
and pious man who knows that he 
and no other has the truth. This 
convlctior. ol righteousness has de- 
stroyed other priceless treasures of 
human culture—the records of the 
great Mayan civilization, for ia- 
star.ce. 


The tra.gic loss of these age-old 


gleanings of beauty and truth'has 
sunk deeply Into the race conscious- 
ness, as the centuries pass. It is 
interesting to note that the Odes of 
Sappho seem to be mourned more 
than anything else. It is possible, 
quite probable, in fact, that we have 


more than reclined any scientific 
knowledge lost in l.he burning of the 
library. But the "thing of beauty" 
never casi be replaced. 


Kipling's King, building his pal- 


ace, 
found 
the ruins of another 


royal palace, deep in the earth. He 
trust the stones ruthlessly aside and 
built boldly and well, but "They sent 
me word from the darkness, they 
said the use is fulfilled: thy palace 
shall stand as that other, the spoil 
of a king who shall build." 


The King bowed to destiny. "Ali 


I had wrought I abandoned to the 
faith of the faithless years. But I 
cut on every timber. I carved on 
every stone, 'After me cometh a 
builder: tell him I too have known'." 


Zenodotus. one ol the Alexandria 


librarians of great wisdom and 
learning, had a keen zest for knowl- 
edge, and he and others of his day 
pretty clearly understood the spirit 
of scientific research.

Ealr time capsule, doubtless, would 
supply him with the answers to 
many questions which baffled the 
world of his day. But there is one
